1921. The bigzestincrease is in 
Licences and Internal Revenne, 
which produced $12,167,899 as 
against $9,483,591 inthe previous 
year. 


The sotal expenditure for the 
ten months was $14.130,563,

ANGLO-FRENCH COINS. 


Goldsmiths” Compamy’s Gift 
to Museum. 


Two yeats ago the Goldsmiths’ 
Company presented ta the British 
Museum a remarkable series of 
203 gold cuins, chiedy English, 
ranging from the time of Edward 
Ill. to the Commoawesltb. Toe 
Cour: of the Company bas now 
made a further gift, representing 
the gold coinage issued by the 
English kings for their dominions 
in France duricg the fourteenth 
an2 fif.eenth centuries. These 
coins are not only among the 
finest products of the gold: mith’s 
artofthe time;theys are, with seals, 
the only material records which 
this couotry can poss2s3ofa most 
important and romantic phase of 
Engiish bistary. The coins, which 
coma from the cabinet of the chief 
living autbority oa tha subject, 
had passed into the hands of 
Messrs. Spink and Sas, who 
offered the frst choice to the 
British Museusr. 

I, seemed essential that the 
more important pieces should be 
secured; but theie excessive 

i;sy—some baing unique, some 
only known by a single other 
specimen in tho Paris cavinet, 
and all of them scarca—meant 
the expenditure of a considerable 
sum. The Goldsmiths’ Company 
have once more come to the 
rescue, and eighteen gold pieces, 
which wera up till now 
unrepresented in the British 
Museum, have been purchased by 
them ant offered to and grateful- 
ly accepted by the Trustees.

The juvenile workera who have 
hither) been forced to undertake 
tasks too heavy fora child, and 
who in many cases bave been 
seriously injured in health as a 
result, will virtually be given a 
new tease of life when the Or- 
dinance becomes fully operative. 
But those who srw anxious 
to see the conditions of em- 
ployment of child labourers 
ia Hongkong bettered must 
not expact everything to come 
right within just a few weeks. 
Little can ba done until the pro- 
visions of the new lew bhava been 
fully explained to the many em- 
ployers in the Colony, and the 
machinery of tha Ordinance will 
need to be properly assembled 
before it can work efficiently. 
The acthorities responsible for 
enforcement of the regulations 
have many difficulties to face, 
but we can feel c:nfident that 
every effort will be msde to 
render the new law effactive.

After- 
wards he bzcame Director of the 
Central Gaol, of Lisboo, Inspec- 
tor-General of Prisons and 
Medical Adviser of the Schools, 
which posts he vacated to take 
over the Governorship of Macao. 
Ho bas also repregented Por'o in 
the Portuguese Parliament since 
the proclamation of tbe 


Republic, baving been succes-|by 


sively re-elected. The governor- 
ship of Macao, with the numerous 
important and delicate problems 
confronting it, can only be en- 
trusted toa man with the fore- 
sight and tenacily of the ex-Gov- 
ernor, Commandan’se’ Correia da 
Silva, and the Portuguese Gov- 
eromedt in appointing Dr. Ro- 
drigaes as Governor was confident 
that he would discharge his duties 
creditably to the nation and tothe 
satisfaction of the inbabitents of 
our neighbouring Colony.”

Panel-like trimmings

The Norwegian experiment of 
using electric tight to attract fish 
into tbe traxlers" mets is not 
without precedent. More than 
twelve months ago French 
fishermen off the cos: at 
Boulogne adopted somewhat 
similar methods with marked 
success. In their case two 
powerful electric lights were 
fixed to the trawl, one on each 
side of the mouth, and the bright, 
unusualgiareapparently attracted 
the fish, which swarmed into 
the nets. In the Norwegian 
experiment the light is projected 
into the deep waters from a 
powerful lamp on the deck of the 
trawler, the idea being to attract 
the bristling and other fish known 
tolie in the sea at too greats 
depth to b: caught by ordinary 
fishing metbods. The light, itis 
stated, tempts the fis towards 
the surface, and so trings them 
withia reach of the nets.

HAS TOMB BEEN LOOTED? 


— 


Last Open About 1315 BC. 


Close examinations of the tomb 
of King Tot ankh-Amenandof the 
obj-ctsitcontaina, under a strong 
light, reveal an Unprecedented 
beauty of decoration. There are 
two pictures of hunting scenes on 
the furniture and also an OXquiaite 
painting of a battle ¥cene, I3in. by 
Gin., at the deck of the throne. 

It is now esrsblisbed that the 
second chamber is so full of 
objects of every type that it vel 
be quite impossibis to deseribe 
therm until they havea been re- 
moved one by one. Mr. Alfred 
Lucas and Mr. Mace, the Exyp- 
tian Government experte, are al- 
Teady at work reioforcing the 
articles which are too fragile to 
be moved. Careful experiments 
with a weak solution of paraffin 
wax for fabrics and collodion and 
Canada balsam for other ariicies 
promise well. : : 

“One of the experte, who is 
working oa Sherlock Holmes - 
lines, declares it to be Bayond 
doubt that s certain amount of 
metal, probably gold, was looted:

- Closer examination 
goes to show that the first two 
chambers are antechambers ta tha 
mansoleam of the King* behind 
the great seals, and that Tot- 
ankh-Amen ties therein in all 
the magnificent pareply of death, 
which, judging from bistorical 
papyri discovered pravious’y, ° 
muss be stupendous.
